Palace, where apartments had been pro- 
vided for him, All along the route his 
welcome was remarkably warm. It 
doubtful, indeed, if a foreign guest has | 
ever been better received. 

In the afternoon he paid the usual 
state visits to the King and members of 
the royal family and then drove to the 
French embassy at 200 Albert Ge le. Here 
on what is technically French soil he re- 
ceived an address from the French Cham- 
ber of Commerce to which he replied by 
congratulating the French colony on its 
commercial prosperity and dwelling on 
the importance of its Opportunity as a 
link between the two countries. 

In the evening a state banquet was 
held in the supper room of Buckingham 
palace in which 120 guests were present 
including the members of the royal 
family, cabinet ministers and former 
ministers and leaders of. the various 
great professions, 

Iwo toasts alone were proposed: That 
of the president of the republic by the 
King himself who, speaking in French, 
began by welcoming the president to 
England. The intercourse of many 
centuries, he declared enabled the 
two countries to profit by cach other's 
culture with the result that there had 
grown up in each a deep respect for one 
another. 

Ever since the signing in 1904 of the 
instrument which had come to be known 
as the entente, there had been a gradual 
but steady drawing together of the two 
countries.

GERMAN REGIMENT 
- HOLDS CENTENARY 


(Special to the Monitor) 

KOBLENZ, Germany—Seven thousand 
people were present at the centenary 
festivities of the infantry regiment 28, 
when a ceremony was held in front of 
the statue of the Kaiser, in the presence 
of the officer corps, guests of honor, 
non-commissioned officers and men. 
Gen. Z. D. Bartolomaus gave the Kaiser 
“Hoch.” The Rhenish Choral Society 
then sang some appropriate“songs, which 
were followed by the ceremony of bless- 
ing the flags of the union of Koblenz 
and Siegburg. At the end the president, 
a former soldier of the twenty-eighth, 
gave the assembly a stirring and patri- 
otic address, 


which will enable them to take good 
positions in civil employment when 
leaving the army. A meeting in fur- 
therance of this scheme was held at 
the Chelsea barracks recently which was 
addressed by W. G. Clifford, the former 
soldier who is the originator of the 
scheme. Maj.-Gen. Sir A. E. Codrington 
presided. 

The training which is to take place by 
means of a system of correspondence 
classes will include business training and 
correspondence, commercial bookkeeping, 
shorthand, commercial French and Ger- 
man, salesmanship, a chauffeur’s course, 
road making and other subjects. 

An important part of the schen.e pro- 
vides that the soldiers shall pay them- 
selves for the course of instruction, but 
they may do this by small instalments. 
The guards who attended the meeting 
at the Chelsea- barracks were much in- 
terested in the scheme and took away 
syllabuses of the training course for 
consideration. 


ADELAIDE LOSES 
FREIGHT YARDS 


(Special to the Monitor) 

ADELAIDE. S. Aus.—The works in 
connection with the transference of the 
railway goods traffic from Adelaide to 
the adjacent suburb, Mile End, are pro- 
ceeding satisfactorily towards comple- 
tion. Operations in connection with the 
scheme which, when finished, will have 
cost approximately £400,000, have been 
in progress for three years, and the 
greater portion of it has now been com- 
pleted. ‘The carrying out of the under- 
taking has involved extensive excava- 
tions, the laying of new lines, and the 
erection of numerous buiklings, sheds, 
bridges, and offices. 

Everything has been designed with the 
object that in handling the goods, the 
time and labor of the department and 
its customers shall be economized 
much as possible. In this respect some 
of the buildings and appliances con- 
nected therewith, notably in regard to 
the coal staiths and running sheds, are 
stated to be ahead of anything elsewhere 
in Australia. 

With the advance of the works the 
congestion formerly existing at the Ade- 
laide station has been correspondingly 
relieved and when the scheme is finalized 
it will enable the projected enlargement 
of the central station to be put in hand.

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AMERICAN LIBRARY EXPANSION | 
CALLS TALENT TO PROFESSION

New Director of New York 


and Successful in Centra lizing Branch System, Strong- | 


Public Library, Influential | 


ly Advocates Entrance of More Men into the Work |

the recently elected director of the | 


New York public library, held the simi- 
lar office at the Carnegie library, at 
Pittsburgh, the first considerable oppor- 
tunity was afforded this library expert 
to give free reins to a policy of expan- 
sion that has become a mode! for many 
communities anxious to furnish the best 
possible reading facilities. 

Mr. Anderson is first vice-president of 
the American Library Association, now 
meeting at Kaaterskill, New York. It is 
generally conceded among librarians in 
the United States and Canada that the 
Pittsburgh idea in library management— 
as mitiated by the new director of the 
New York public library, in 1892, when 
he became connected with the Carnegie 
library, at Braddock, Pa.—has stood the 
severe test to which all important lib- 
rary systems are subjected. When the 
Carnegie library, in Schenley park, Pitts- 


burgh, was ready to begin work, Mr. An-, 


derson was called from Braddock to as- 
sume charge as director. Here he con- 
tinued from 1895 to 1904, when he tem- 
porarily left his library duties, and en- 
gaged in mining, for-a year, in Mis- 
souri. 

Ask any library attendant what are 
the tasks of a chief librarian and the 
answer almost invariably is that they are 
too numerous to mention. First of all, 
there must be an absorbing liking for 
the work. Intuition, foresight, clear 
judgment, consideration for others, un- 
measured patience, quickness in decision 
are a few of the essentials where the di- 
recting hand has a large force to guide 
so that the public gets the attention that 
is its due. 

While assistant director of the New 
York public library; under Dr. John 8S. 
Billings, Mr. Anderson early had much 
to do with shaping the policy of the in- 
stitution quite recently gathered beneath 
one great roof. Dr. Billings was the 


_director of the Astor, Lenox and Tilden 


foundations—composing the New York 
public library—from 1896 until a month 
or so ago when he passed away and the 
board of directors unanimously chose 
the assistant director to assume the 
chief office of the library. An acknowl- 
edged authority in library affairs, Dr. 
Billings’ executive activities were of a 
king that succeeded in bringing out the 
best working capacities in others. As his 
successor said of him: “He organized 
the work so well and left it in such splen- 
did shape that comment upon expansion 
of it, except through natural growth, is 
superfluous.” 


Career Entered 


A native of Indiana, where authors 
and books spring from the soil, as it 
were, spontaneously, Mr. Anderson came 
readily enough to his liking for reading 
affairs. He is a graduate of Wabash 
College. In 1891 he completed the course 
in the New Yor state library school. His 
first post after leaving this school was as 
sataloguer in the Newberry library of 
Chicago, where he remained two years. 
[It was from there he was called to the 
Braddock library, where he remained un- 
til 1895. 

It was the method for extending the 
branches of a central library system that 
drew the attention of librarians through. 
out the country to Pittsburgh, and what 
Mr. Anderson was there doing to further 
his favorite idea. It was also a time 
when Mr, Carnegie was especially anx- 
ious that the widest possible use should 
be made of branch libraries. 

Whoever has resided in Pittsburgh or 
vicinity may understand what labor was 
exacted to make the library expansion 
telling in its effect in that center of in- 
dustrialism. To make the branch libra- 
ries as attractive as possible to visitors 
Mr, Anderson supervised the designing of 
the interiors in person. Scores of libra- 
rians from various sections of the United 
States and Canada have from time to 
time visited the Carnegie library and its 
branches to watch the system in opera- 
tion. 

Having done with mining, Edwin H. 
Anderson felt the drawing power of book 
shelves and catalogues once more, and his 
first work was to return to his library 
alma mater, the New York state library 
and library school, at Albany, where a 
new building was under erection and the 
services of a director were needed to see 
that the interior arrangements would be 
all that they ought to be. Five vears 
ago he resigned the position as director 
of the state library and came to the New 
York public library. 

That the library school will succeed in 
solving some of the more difficult prob- 
lems before American libraries and libra- 
rians today is the conviction of Mr. An- 
derson who, at the thirty-fourth annual 
meeting of the American Library Asso- 
ciation, held at Ottawa, Canada, a year 
ago, expressed himself to that effect. It 
was at a session devoted to “What Lib- 
rary Schools Can Do fon the Profession,’ 
with Matthew S. Dudgeon, secretary of 
the Wisconsin free library commission, 
chairman, that Mr. Anderson followed 
Chalmers Hadley, librarian of the Den- 
ver public library, who spoke at length 
on the necessity for proper training. 

Ahe claim of Mr. Anderson for an 
effective library schoo] education was set 
forth, in part, as follows: 

“Mr. Hadley’s point, that in the first 
library school the jnfluence of the uni- 
versity library was too marked and that 
university demands have had too much 
influence on the curriculum of all schools, 
seems to me well taken. It is only 
natural that it should be so; but since 
most of the schools are now directly con- 
nected with, or closely related to/*public 
libraries, I think their courses of instruc-

Men Are Needed 


That more men ought to become libra- 
rians, as Mr. Hadley had proposed in 
his paper, was also the opinion of Mr. 
Anderson, who said: 

“IT am sure all the existing schools are | 
glad to have as many good men as they | 
can get. The difficulty seems to be to 
find enough men of the right sort who} 
are sufficiently interested in library work 
to take a course of formal training for 
it. If the schools could, as Mr. Hadley 
outlines, cooperate with the American 
Library Association in presenting the 
claims and rewards of librarianship to 
young men in the universities I think the | 
results would justify the efforts I would 
propose that the A. L. A. committee on 
professional training consider this propo- 
sition and arrange to act upon it as soon 
as possible. Jhere is a erying demand 
for more men from the schools. 
remedy for the present condition is to in- 
duce more men of the right sort to enter 
the schools, Mr, Hadley has proposed one 
way for accomplishing this. Another 
and more direct method is for librarians 
themselves to call to the attention of 
young men of the right sort the oppor- | 
tunities which the schools open to them | 
for professional library work.” 

Whether too much labor in library | 
schools was expended in giving adminis- | 
trative instruction was a matter dis- 
cussed by the speaker who said that a '| 
student might enter a library school ex- | 
pecting to prepare for administrative | 
work and find after a term’s study that 
he preferred, or was better fitted for, | 
some other kind of library work, Mr.| 
Anderson said that propositions had been 
made and then for the schools to 
provide courses of instruction in general 
library administration for those who look 
forward to administrative positions. He 
wished, however, to emphasize that it 
was his belief that the essential qualities 
for administrative work are too genera] 
and intangible to be taught formally in 
any kind of school, 

“The schools cannot give their students 
a knowledge and love of books,” Mr. An- 
derson concluded. “These, for the most 
part, they must bring with them, Neither 
can they give them a knowledge of life. 
Are they not, therefore, by the very na- 
ture of the case, restricted to teaching 
chiefly the technique, I had almost said | 
the mechanics, of library work? A 
knowledge of the technique is necessary | 
to the administrator; but the ability to 
make the best use of this technique is a 
natural endowment developed by experi- | 
ence and environment through the course | 
of years.” |

CONCERNING CORNELIS VAN RUYVEN 


Embassies and Acts of Provincial Secretary Traced in Relation to His Contributions 
to. Early American Literature

YING within the bounds of the lit- 
tle city of New Amsterdam was a 
plot of ground that from the earli- 
est days of the Manhattan settle- 
ment had been public land and known 
as the Sheep Pasture. In 1654 this was |

Van Ruyvven. A reservation in his deed |

As long as New 
Netherland existed there was a tendency 
on the part of the English colonies, most 
urgent and continuous in New England, to 
grudge to the Dutch people any foothold 
in the That they had as 
good a title to the whole of the terri- 
tory they occupied had any other 
colony to that it held, that the Dutch 
Were never the aggressors in any strife 
about lands, can be abundantly proved, 
if necessary out of the mouths of their 
adversaries. But, with Maryland claim- 
ing to New England and New England 
Claiminys to Virginia, and the persuasion 
on the part of both that nothing but the 
English King’s patent constituted a title, 
» utter ignoring of the fact that 
es-General of the United Nether- 
lands, the supreme court of an independ- 
ent republic, had an equal right with 
other nations to bestow upon its subjects 
‘the lauls discovered and preoccupied by 
them, and with advices from England to 
Connecticut to “crowd on,” which it was 
nothing loth to do, it is no wonder that 
New Netherland oflicials were quite fre- 
guently engaged upon questions of boun- 
daries. 

By the treaty Ilartford, made 
1650, between the united colonies 
New England (a confederation including 
Plimonth, Massachusetts, Connecticut 
and \ wv Haven, but not Rhode Island) 
and N Netherland, the boundaries on 
Long. i-iand had been fixed by a line 
drawn rom the western side of Ovster 
bay to che sea, the country east where 
there Were English inhabitants to 
belong to New England, the western 
part to New Netherland. The line on 
the main land was drawn from a point 
four of Stamford to run 
northerly “20 miles, “provided that the 
gaid line comes not within 10 miles of 
the Hudson river.” Governor Stuyve- 
gant wes severely reproached by the 
people of New Amsterdam for this 
treaty «s he had acted without the 
advice o' his duly appointed councillors 
and had relinquished so much territory, 
but the time soon arrived when they 
would hive been glad had it represented 
the whoe desire of Connecticut. 

The treaty having been repeatedly 
violated Govrnor Stuyvesant went to 
Boston in 1663 and appeared before the 
commissioners of the confederation. 
Did they, or did they not, consider the 
treaty still in force? was his question. 
The Connecticut commissioners asked a 
year’s time in which to consider their | 
reply. he others said that “saving | 
their allegiance to the King, and his| 
majesty’s claim, and the rights of Con- 
necticut” they held by it.

Until 
now meat and its food products have 
been exempt from the operation of this 
law because of a regulation so exempt- | 
ing them. It probably has been thought | 
that the federal meat inspection law was | 
suflicient. The new order will be of 
greatest importance in respect to the 
preparation of potted meats and other 
fancy products, which may or may not 
contain adulterants and preservatives. 
The danger of getting bad meat from the 
buteher shop is very slight, because of 
the inspection laws, federal and local, 
but it is quite a different matter when 
the food product is minced and spiced 
and sealed in cans or bottles. This does 
not mean that such foods are not whole- 
some, but that their value as food-can- 
not be determined by the purchaser in 
the way the condition of meat can be 
determined. There is no reason why 
these products should not be accurately 
branded. so that the purchaser may 
know what he is buying, just as ia the

IN MANY YEARS 


Although Some Are Above Low- 
est of the Year Others Are 
Quoted Under 1907 Prices— 
Some Leading Railroad Issues 


LOOKING FOR BOTTOM 


NEW YORK—Investors in some of 
the most conservative issues today can 
get as much for their money as at any 
time in 14 or 15 years, New York city 
bonds did not sell on a 4.50 per 
basis during the 1907 panic. 
4s have sold below par several times 
since issued last month. Five out of a 
dozen more active high grade railroad 
bonds are below 1907’s lowest prices. 
Average yield on these 12 bonds is 
now 4.40 per cent, compared with 4.45 
per cent at low level of 1907. 

An old time banker said: “The time 
to buy bonds is whenever you have funds 
to invest,” but in recent months banking 
houses have found difficulty in bringing 
out all the investment funds with this 
argument. Many investors have been 
waiting for rock bottom prices. No one 
of course can say that they have been 
reached, but the general moderate ad- 
vance from recent low levels is worthy 
of note. 

Prices of 12 of the more active bonds, 
which are legal investments for savings 
bank funds, compare with 1906 high 
prices and 1907 panic prices as follows:

rider made. President Wilson holds the rider to be “unjustifiable 
in character and principle.” With funds derived from other 
sources the department of justice will continue to interpret inde- 
pendent and impartial judgments “as to the true and just meaning 
of substantive statutes of the United States.’ In short, so far as 
the executive is concerned, the “rider” is not deemed “either an 
amendment or interpretation of the anti-trust law, but merely an 
expression of the opinion of Congress.’”’ Which being the case, the 
President declines to be party to another holdup of the normal 
activities of the government. 

The advocates of this discriminating legislation, crystalized 
in this rider, can scarcely derive much comfort from the situation 
in which they are left by the President. The most obvious result 
of the crafty tactics used in creating a dilemma for two executives 
has been to swell the demand that Congress-enact legislation giving 
executives the right to discriminate between items in appropriation 
bills, vetoing those that they consider objectionable and yet giving 
validity to the measure as a whole. 

Squarely faced with the issue involved in this particular “rider” 
and compelled to deal with it and with nothing else, Congress in 
all probability would not have passed it, even under -the strong 
pressure of the outside forces favoring it. But be this as it may, 
tew will dispute that the matter was such that it called for a square 
solution, following full debate. As a “rider” to an appropriation 
bill the proposal became a trick device. 

Attention now, of course, will center on the department of 
justice to see whether the President's pledges are kept by the attor- 
ney-general and his staff, and on Congress to see what its attitude 
will be toward the bill already before it putting an end to rider 
abuses. 


GRATIFYING as it would be to trust that every 
American had arrived at the correct idea of 
the celebration of the national birthday, no 
such confidence can be indulged.

Others would measure the success of the day by the 
volume of noise? Midway is the truth and with a considerable 
margin for personal likings. Attempts to bring back the Fourth of 
fifty years or more ago, when people went to listen with admiration 
and joy to a florid speech by a gentleman who wore a blue coat, a 
stock and a tall hat and carried a stick, are doubttul. He 1s still willing 
to speak and the topic is still good but the people have a different 
plan. It will have to be a joy day, with plenty of room for the 
going out into the country. There is, however, a public side and 
with that is the great concern. 

Not in the palmiest days of the flamboyant celebration was 
there an approach to the present public enterprise. Public appro- 
priations are now everywhere made and private purses are opened 
to insure a fitting observance. Hardly a town so small as not to 
engage in some form of it. The declarations for a good sort have 
not been preachments only. The discovery is made that noise is not 
the sole, nor the best, medium of expressing respect for the fathers 
of the country and appreciation of the fact that they arranged a 
government that has lasting benefits. In the exact ratio that the 
disorderly demonstration has been replaced has come the greater 
real enjoyment of the day. It has yet to be realized more fully 
and there is the chance for everybody's aid to that end.

distinction. ‘The names of these have found 
their way into the encyclopedias. It is a remarkable fact that of 
the number a very large percentage are contemporary with this 
period. No less than 107 are still engaged in the world’s activities. 

These statistics, and the data accompanying them, have been 
used here and there to prop anti-suffrage arguments. It is held, 
for instance, that if so many women could rise to eminence under 
the present almost world-wide social and political systems—the sys- 
tems that place woman as woman on a lower plane than man as 
man—why change them—why go into dangerous, or, at best, risky, 
experiments ? 

As against the number of men whose achievements have 
entitled them to mention in the encyclopedias the number of women 
named is infinitesimal, and the reason for this is obvious to all stu- 
dents of history. The prominence given an eminent woman in past 
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ages may be taken as proof that this eminence was rare. The 
great body of women down to a comparatively recent date, were 
not expected, were not permitted, to be eminent. And existing 
restrictions upon the sex are simply modifications of those that 
were imposed in ancient and medieval times. Only in the nine- 
teenth century did woman begin to feel the inspiration of intellec- 
tual freedom. Only in very recent years has opportunity been 
opened to her in the most advanced of the nations. ~ Only yesterday, 
as it were, was she granted the privilege of competing in any way, 
and on equal terms, with man. That she has advanced despite 
restriction and handicap is true; that she would not have distin- 
guished herself beyond the recorded point were these restrictions 
and handicaps non-existent is not true. Nothing is true of woman 
that is not true of man, and man no more than woman develops 
under conditions that cramp and stunt the natural faculties. 
Woman needs, as much as man, the light and latitude of freedom, 
and is equally entitled to both. Granted both, there can be no ques- 
tion that she will make a better showing in the immediate future, 
in every department of thought and effort, than she has throughout 
all the past.

that men in high official position and private citizens are equally 
active in the personal appeal. If there is a possibility that the 
public fails to realize that the approach to the lawmaker 1s in the 
one case to secure his aid for a special interest and in the other 
an effort to enlist him on grounds of duty, then there is need of 
the distinction being made as clear as it is actual. 

An extreme ideal would throw around the Legislatures the 
protection that surrounds courts and juries. It would limit the 
information and the counsel that comes to them to the channels of 
public hearings and the reports of committees. It would even 
shelter them from the newspaper discussion of pending matters. 
The extremity needs no more to be stated than it is seen to be 
impracticable and undesirable. Legislation is not, as 1s the case 
in court, a matter between parties. It has only the ground of 
public benefit. ‘No special legislation, however restricted in its 
application, has warrant except in its relation to a general interest. 
These truisms seem to need statement in order to lead to the real 
and the sole justification of the lobby, the enlightenment of the 
legislators to a degree that they would fail to obtain in exclusion. 

If lobbies were an unmixed evil, or if they were of greater 
harm than good, their continuance would be impossible. Legisla- 
tures would long ago have done away with them. But the tree 
intercourse between the makers of laws and those for whom they 
are made is an established and recognized need. What has been 
undeftaken is the restraint within bounds of an obvious propriety, 
that the influence shall not be made personal and that it shall leave 
the member in his final action unhampered and controlled only by 
his primary obligation. 

Formerly in Massachusetts the lobbyist representing the rail- 
roads, for example, would follow the member into the chamber. 
It is not remote in time that he would sit next him during the debate 
and supply him with notes for his argument as it progressed. The 
rule that now confines him to the corridors has the one object of 
securing the final judgment of the member and its free exercise. 
And it is to be noted that this and all the other rules apply as well 
to the public-spirited citizen enlisted to advance legislation as to 
the hired man of the corporation. 

In New England Legislatures, recent years have marked a 
decided advance in lobby restrictions. If the abolition of the lobby 
were desirable, the spirit of recent regulatidns shows that it would 
be brought about. It remains for a benefit other than to the 
interests it represents. There is in the toleration of it no conces- 
sion of the advantage of personal over public approach. - Somewhat 
the same sentiment that is making all the courses of politics open 
to public view, that is putting parties under obligation to conduct 
their affairs as a part of the public’s business, is also turning the 
full light on the methods of procuring legislation. herein, rather 
than in rigid rules of shelter, is the obvious policy. 

Regarding the legislator as an agent, he cannot well be denied 
communicatian with the principal, but the general public, which he 
also serves, has its right that the communication be in open view. 
The corrective power of full publicity 1s coming to full appreciation 
in the present tendency, and it has no limits,

Ir Is A FACT unknown to many outside of 
the commonwealth immediately interested 
that Georgia is the owner of one of the oldest 
railroads in the United States, the Westegn 
& Atlantic, an important link in the central- 
southern system of transportation. Rail- 
road construction had not proceeded very far 
in this country when in 1841 the state of 
Georgia entered upon the building of this 
line. It was not completed until 1851 and 
the territory it was intended to serve was only beginning to develop 
profitable business when the civil war broke out. The disturbances 
following, and the unsettled conditions incident to the reconstruc- 
tion period, united in retarding the prosperity of the enterprise for 
many years, and the state was compelled as best it might to provide 
lor its operation under leases. The latest of these was executed 
in favor of the Nashville, Chattanooga & St. Louis Railway on 
Dec. 27, 1890, for a period of twenty-nine years, at an annual 
rental of $420,012, to be paid in monthly instalments to the treas- 
urer of the’ state. As it stands today, it covers 136.82 miles of 
rst trackage, has a second track of 6.33 miles, and sidings, etc., 
of-about 100 miles. Its estimated value at the date of lease was 
96,164,576. 
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d his, among the states of the American Union, is a unique 
holding, and it constitutes a unique asset, the rental being largely 
applied to educational purposes. Although six years must elapse 
before the present lease expires, the people of Georgia are already 
very much interested in the disposition of the property after 1919, 
and the Chamber of Commerce of Atlanta is preparing to call a 
state-wide convention with the view of ascertaining popular senti- 
ment on the question. It appears to be the conviction on all sides 
that the railroad has grown greatly in importance and in value since 
1890. This is undoubtedly the case, and if an extension of the 
lease be granted, it will probably be at a considerable advance in 
the rental. 

There exists some doubt in Georgia as to the wisdom of con- 
linuing the leasing system. Other states at the present time, as is 
well known, are considering the advisability of taking over railroad 
control, Georgia practically stands alone as a railroad owner, and 
is, perhaps, better prepared than any of her sisters to undertake 
the experiment of railroad operation. But to succeed in any such 
enterprise her people would have to consent to expenditures that 
would insure profitable connections to the present line which extends 
only from Atlanta to Chattanooga. The state would either be com- 
pelled to buy or lease connections already in existence, or to con- 
struct others. The latter it could not very well do, because the 
most essential of these would extend into other states. When 
all phases of the matter shall have been considered, it is not unlikely 
that it will be deenred the best policy to continue to lease the prop- 
erty. -So intimate is the relationship among the railroads, and so 
complicated 1s interstate transportation, that national ownership and 
Operation would seem to be the only feasible departure from the 
private ownership system. No mere link like the Western & 
Atlantic could stand alone, and no single state could afford to 
become involved in railroad ownership or control extending beyond 
its own borders. |

The 
library from being chiefly a resort of book-lovers and of readers of 
hction has become a storehouse of material for book users, for 
trainers of child life, for city planners and state builders, and for 
persons seeking light on vocational problems. During the last cen- 
tury, wherever the public library existed, it usually was the token 
of the gpod will and generosity of some person or some family for 
which it stood as a memorial. Now, in an increasing number of 
communities, the library stands forth as a town-created and town- 
supported agency, as inevitably a part of its efficient machinery for 
education of the confmunity as the school is. So conceived and 
administered the public library becomes one of the most effective 
agents of the new democracy, doing for child and adult, for rich 
and poor, for artisan and artist, what no other community institu- 
tion can do so treely. 

To thus appraise the American publi¢ brary, publicly supported 
and universally accessible, is not to disparage im any way the equally 
splendid collections. more restricted in their use and privately con- 
trolled, which, with their princely homes, dot the country o'er as 
monuments of the generosity of millionaires and their bibliophile 
sons. Combined, the two groups of libraries are doing for the coun- 
try a service that still awaits adequate appreciation and description. 

“What a sad want I am in of libraries, of books to gather facts 
from. Why is there not a majesty's library in every county town? 
There is a majesty's gaol and gallows in every one,” wrote Thomas 
Carlyle from Craiggenputtock in 1832, when the wings of his genius 
as a pictorial historian were yet puny but when he craved resources 
in the way of books of intormation far beyond his then slender 
means to procure. Later, when he got to London, mindful of his 
own earlier heeds, he aided in founding a lending library. Similarly 
another Scot, Carnegie, with vivid memories in mind of early priva- 
tions, used his later power to spread before avid youth a wealth 
of books denied to him. 

A community library creates an atmosphere otherwise lacking, 
provides a meeting place for classes, races and callings otherwise 
held apart, and unifies life historic and contemporary, speculative 
and practical, informational and ideal. It is the foe of bigotry, 
ignorance and caste.
